For consolidating and amending the Laws relating 
to the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund.

(i£ K & a certain Charitable Association was, in or 
about the year of our Lord One thousand eight hundred 
and Twenty-three, instituted in London, under the name or style of the 
« Irish Reproductive Loan Fond Institution,” for the purpose 
^ of granting Loans in Money, and providing Implements of Labour to 
and for indigent Tradesmen, Artificers, Farmers and other industrious 
persons residing in the south and west parts of Ireland, by or in con- 
nexion with wliich Association divers Charitable Loan Societies and 
Institutions have been established in Ireland, and enrolled and admi- 
nistered under the provisions of two several Acts made and passed in 
the fourth and tenth years respectively of the reign of his late Majesty 
Kiotr George the Fourth, for the amendment of the Laws respecting 
Charitable Loan Societies in Ireland ; and such last-mentioned Loan 
Societies and Institutions are governed by the rules, orders and regu- 
1 r lations of the said Charitable Association in London, and arc by the 
same Association supplied w’ith large sums of money to be advanced 
and laid out in promoting the objects of the said Association : 



And whereas great benefit lias been found to arise from the operations 
of the said Charitable Association called the Irish Reproductive 
,Q Loan Fund Institution, and of the Loan Societies in Ireland con- 
nected therewith, and such benefit might for the future be much 
increased if greater powers and facilities of operation were by law’ 
A afforded 
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afforded to such last-mentioned Loan Sociedes; and it is therefore 
expedient that the Acts now in force for the encouragement of such 
last-mentioned Loan Societies should be revised, amended and reduced 
into one Actj and that the said London Charitable Association 
and the Loan Societies in Ireland which now are or may hereafter 5 
be established by or in connexion with the same, and which are or 
shall be enrolled according to the provisions of this Act, should be 
wholly exempted from the control or interference of the Loan Fund 
Board established in the City of Dublin, under and by virtue of an 
Act made and passed in the sixth and seventh years of the reign 10 
of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “An Act 
to amend the Laws relating to Loan Societies in Ireland 

And whereas an Act was passed in the first and second years 
Actt^' reign of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the 

Amendment of the Laws relating to Loan Societies in Ireland,” 15 

K rdsiheirish whereby the said two several Acts made and passed in the fourth 
Institution. and tenth years respectively of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Fourth were repealed, save as to any act, matter 
or thing done or to be done under eitlier or both of them prior to the 
expiration of Twelve calendar Months from the passing of that Act, 20 
and save also as to the aforesaid London Charitable Association as

And whereas doubts have arisen as to the extent and operation of 
the said provisoes in the said last-recited Act contained, and it is 
expedient that such doubts should be removed, and that the benefit 
of the said provisoes should be extended to all such Loan Societies 
established or to be established in Ireland, by or in connexion with 
the said Association called the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund In- 
stitution, as are or shall be enrolled according to the provisions of this 
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Act; 



7S(£ It Cfnatttb, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
20 poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
tlie Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing of 
this Act nothing in the said Act of the first and second years of tiie 
reign of Her present Majesty contained shall be construed or taken 
to extend to any Loan Society in Ireland which since the passing of 
35 the said last-mentioned Act has been or may hereafter be established 
bv, or is or shall be in connexion with, the said London Charitable

20 thereof that no person or persons, being Treasurer, Director, Trustee 
or Manager of such Society or Institution, or having any control in 
the management thereof, shall derive any benefit from any loan made 
in such Society or Institution, save only and except such salaries and 
allowances or other necessary expenses as shall, according to such 
25 rules, orders and regulations, be provided for the charges of managing 
such Society or Institution, and for remuneration to Officers employed 
in the management thereof, exclusive of the Treasurer or Treasurers, 
Director or Directors, or other persons having the management and 
direction of such Society or Institution, who shall not directly or indi- 
3*^ rectly have any salary, allowance, profit or benefit whatsoever there- 
from. 

And be it Enacted, That all rules, orders and regulations from time 
to time made and in force for the management of any such Society or 
Institution as aforesaid, and duly entered in such book or books as 
35 aforesaid, and deposited with such Clerk of the Peace as aforesaid, 
shall be binding on the several Members and Officers of sudi Society 
or Institution, and the several persons receiving relief from the same 
and their representatives, all of whom shall be deemed and taken to 
have full notice tliereof by such entry and deposit as aforesaid ; and 
AO the entry of such rules, orders and regulations in such book or books 
as aforesaid, or the transcript thereof deposited with such Clerk of 
the Peace as aforesaid, or a true copy of such transcript, examined 
with the original and proved to be a true copy, shall be received as 
evidence of such rules, orders and regulations respectively in all cases; 
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and no Certiorari shall be brought or allowed to remove any such 
rules, orders or regulations into any of Her Majesty's Courts of 
Record ; and every copy of any such transcript deposited with any 
Clerk of the Peace as aforesaid shall be made without fee or reward, 
except the actual expense of making such copy, and such copy shall 5 
not be subject to any stamp duty.

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And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any such 
Society or Institution as aforesaid to make loans of money, and to pro- 
vide implements of industry, or raw materials for manufacture, or 
goods to be used or employed in any trade, to or for any indigent and lO 
industrious person or persons, upon such person or persons giving 
security for the repayment of such loans of money, or for the payment 
by instalments of the price of such implements or materials for manu- 
facture or goods to be employed in trade, at such time or times and 
with such lawful interest thereupon, and generally subject to such con- 
ditions as by such Society or Institution shall be required in that 
behalf, and such security shall be given by such notes and in such 
manner and* form as by the rules and regulations of such Society or 
Institution shall or may be required in that behalf : Provided always, 

That it shall not be lawful for any such Institution or Society to make 20 
at one time to any one such person any loan w hatever, either in money 
or in such implements or materials or goods as aforesaid, or partly in 
money and partly in such implemects or materials or goods, exceeding 
in amount or value the sum of Ttn Pounds-; and that no such loan 
shall be granted or made to any person or persons to whom any pre- 25 
vious loan has been made by the same Society or Institution, Tmless 
and until the amount or value of such previous loan, together with 



all arrears of interest thereupon, shall have been duly paid to such 
Society or Institution : Provided also, That the price which shall be 
paid to such Society or Institution by any such poor person for any 30 
if Impie- implements of industry, or materials for manufacture, or goods to be 
first employed in trade, provided for him or her by such Society or Institu- 
tion, shall not exceed the first cost of such implements, or such mate- 



rials for manufacture, or goods to be employed in trade. 



Also to* Com- And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for any 35 

looron^ such Society or Institution to make a loan or loans of any sum or sums 
money, not exceeding in the whole Om hundred Pounds, to any 
local committee or committees in Ireland, consisting of Three or more 
persons, such committee or committees engaging to expend the amount 
of such sum or suras, and duly to account for the same, for the pur- 4^ 
poses and objects and according to the rules, orders and regulations 
of the Society or Institution so advancing the same : Provided always, 
That at the time of making any such last-mentioned loan, the persons 
composing the committee to which such loan shall be made, or any

shall enter into their joint and several securities, in such manner and form

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That all notes and securities 
entered into for the payment of any such loans, whether such loans teirar m 
c shall be made to individuals or to committees, shall be made payable 

to the Treasurer or Clerk, or other chief officer for the time being, of 

the Society or Institution lending the same ; and that it shall and may lo Geo. l 
be lawful for the Treasurer, Clerk, or other chief officer for the time

sued for and recovered in the name of the Treasurer or Clerk, or 
other chief officer for the time being, of the Society or Institution by 
which such loan was made, or such implements or materials for manu- 
facture, or goods of trade, provided for the benefit of such Society or 
,5 Institution, by Civil Bill before the Assistant Barrister, at the Quarter 
Sessions to be held either for the county, district, city, town or place 
wherein such Society or Institution is or may be established, or for the 
county, district, city, town or place wherein the person or persons who 
shall have entered into such security shall or may reside, or before the

And be it Enacted, That every Treasurer or Clerk of any such 
Society or Institution who shall sue for and recover any sura of money 
under the provisions of this Act, shall and may and he is hereby au- 5 
thorized, empowered and required to cause all and every such sum 
and sums of money so recovered to be levied and paid in like manner 
as any other sum of money recovered by any person or persons may 
be levied and paid according to law. 

And be it Enacted, That no note or security which shall or may be 10 
entered into for the repayment of any loan made under this Act» or 
for the payment of the price of implements of industry, or materials for 
manufacture, or goods to be employed in trade in manner hereinbefore 
provided, shall be subject to or chargeable with any stamp duty 
whatever. 15 

And be it Enacted, That all looms, spinning-wheels, reels, hackles, 
calenders, presses or other implements of industry which shall be pro- 
vided by any such Society or Institution shall, before they be delivered 
out by such Society or Institution, be sealed or stamped with such mark 
or marks as in and by the rules, orders and regulations of such Society 20 
or Institution shall be directed in that behalf; and that no such looms 
or other implements as aforesaid so sealed or marked shall be distrained 
for renter on any other account whatever, or shall be seized by virtue 
of any process or execution by any Sheriff, Seneschal or Bailiff or other 
person whatsoever, unless in cases when such seizure or sale is at the 25 
suit or on the behalf of the Society or Institution by which such imple- 
ments shall have been provided, whensoever the parties receiving such 
implements shall fail in performing their contract or engagement for 
the payment of the price of the same. 

And be it Enacted, That if any Treasurer, or other officer, or other 30 
person whatsoever who shall be intrusted with the receipt or custody 
of any sum of money subscribed or deposited for the purpose of any 
Society or Institution entitled to the benefit of this Act, or any interest 
or dividend arising from time to time thereby, shall be required by the 
rules or regulations of such Society or Institution to become bound 35 
with sureties for the just and faithful execution of such office or trust 
in such sum or sums of money as shall be required by the rules, 
orders and regulations of such Society or Institution, such security 
shall and may be given by bond or bonds to the Clerk of the Peace 
for the county, city, county of a city, county of a town or place where 4 ** 
such Society or Institution shall be established for the time being, 
without fee or reward; and in case of forfeiture, it shall be lawful for 

the 
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the parties authorized for that purpose by the rules, regulations and 
orders of such Society or Institution to sue upon such bond or bonds 
in the name of the Clerk of the Peace for the time being, and to carry 
on such suit at the costs and charges and for the beneht of such 
5 Society or Institution, fully indemnifying and saving harmless such 
Clerk of the Peace from all costs and charges of such suit or suits, or 
In respect thereof ; and no bond or security so to be given shall be 
subject to or chargeable with any stamp duty whatever.

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any Society to 

10 or Institution entitled to the benefit of this Act, from time to time to 

subscribe or deposit such part of the funds of such Society or Institu- aaClaoaeii, 
tion as they shall think fit to direct, through the Treasurer or other 
officer, into the funds of any Savings Bank established in Ireland, 
under an Act passed in the fifty-seventh year of the reign of his late 
15 Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to encourage the 
Establishment of Banks for Savings in Ireland,” in like manner as by 
the said Act is provided with regard to the funds of Friendly Societies. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of the aforesaid Kcr«alof 
Act passed in the fourth year of the reign of his late Majesty King ^ ^ 

20 George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act for the Amendment of the 
Laws respecting Charitable Loan Societies in Ireland,” and also the 
said Act made and passed in the tenth year of the reign of his said 
late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to amend 
an Act of the Fourth Year of his present Majesty, for the Amendment 
25 of the Laws respecting Charitable Loan Societies in Ireland,” shall be 
and the same accordingly are and each of them is hereby repealed : 

Provided always, nevertheless, That all acts, matters and things done 
previously to the passing of this Act, in pursuance of either of the said 
last-mentioned Acts hereby repealed, shall be good, valid and effectual; 

30 and all monies due or hereafter to become due upon any note or 
security given or entered into before the passing of this Act under 
the provisions of the said Acts hereby repealed, or either of them, 
shall be recoverable under the powers in the said Acts, or either of 
them, in that behalf contained, as if they had not been repealed ; and 
35 the rules and regulations of every Loan Society or Institution in 
Ireland, established by or in connexion with the London Charitable 
Association called the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund Institution, 
which shall at any time before the passing of this Act have been 
enrolled according to the provisions of the said Acts hereby repealed, 

40 or either of them, shall be deemed and taken to have been enrolled 
under and according to the provisions of this Act.

And be it Enacted, That this Act shall be deemed and taken to be Public Ad. 
a Public Act; and sliall be judicially taken notice of as such by all 
Judges, Justices and others.
